MP attacks tunnel 
runners but Essex 
Drifters defend 
right to gather

C ar enthusiasts have 
defended their right 
to hold tunnel runs in 
east London after an MP 
labelled them “reckless and incon¬ 
siderate”. 

Around 400 drivers from 
the Essex Drifters made their 
way through Tower Hamlets on 
Saturday night before congre¬ 
gating at the London Eye. They 
then returned via the Rotherhithe 
Tunnel. 

The event caused MP Jim 
Fitzpatrick, a long-term critic of 
tunnel runs, to call on the police 
and councils to take action. 

The Poplar and Limehouse MP 
said: ‘The reason these tunnel runs 
are back with a vengeance is they 


have had an easy ride. A dispersal 
zone is the only way to say ‘not 
welcome’ to these reckless and 
inconsiderate racers who use our 
borough as their own racetrack. 

“Tunnel runs are taking over 
our boroughs’ roads on Saturday 
nights, keeping residents up all 
night, causing a dangerous hazard 
on the road and this must stop.” 

A spokesman for Essex Drifters 


said the group raised nearly £400 
for charities through the event 
and denied any reckless driving or 
speeding took place. 

He said the run went ahead with 
police permission and no concerns 
were raised on the evening. He 
defended the events as social 
get-togethers. 

“Why do we do this?” he said. 
“Why do people go to the pubs of a 


Friday and Saturday evening? We 
like meeting up. 

“We work hard during the 
week and have a right to drive 
on the road. As much right as Jim 
Fitzpatrick. 

“When we decided to do a 
London charity run it’s unfortunate 
residents see it as a hindrance 
but I know many residents in 
east London and they’ve got no 
concerns about the 
noise.” 

He said the 
Essex Drifters was 
a serious organi¬ 
sation. “We know 
all about safety. 

Twice a year we 
do a gathering like 
this to help create awareness to 
charities and show people that we 
are not all boy racers,” he added. 

However, Tower Hamlets 
Council has backed Mr Fitzpatrick 
and called for close scrutiny of 
future tunnel runs. 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid Ahmed 
said: “Residents have raised 
concerns over events like this. We 
are listening and acting to ensure 
we manage and contain this 
hazardous situation.”

Question mark 
over future of 
police station

Councillors dispute 
whether office will 
be open or closed

A row has broken out over the 
future of the Isle of Dogs’ 
only police station with 
an Independent councillor 
campaigning to save it while the 
Conservatives say its future is not 
under threat. 

Under London Mayor Boris 
Johnson’s latest plans, the station will 
act mainly as a response point and be 
open to the public three times a week. 

However, Cllr Maium Miah, of Poplar 
and Limehouse, said the changes were 
effectively closing the facility limiting 
the public’s ability to report crime. 

“Services have been reduced to 
just three hours a week and even 
then if you want to see an officer or 
report a crime you have to have an 
appointment,” he told The Wharf. 

“Thanks to Boris Johnson’s cuts 
there is a massive reduction in police 
services on the Island.” 

The Conservatives, meanwhile, 
argue police numbers have increased 
on the Island from this week while 
shift patterns have been extended to 
carry on until 3am on busy evenings, 
rather than the previous 10pm. 

They are also critical of Cllr Miah’s 
motion, heard at last Wednesday 


evening’s Tower Hamlets full council 
meeting, which said the station was 
“under threat”. 

And they are angered by the 
independent councillor’s petition, 
which argues against “the closure of 
the police station”. 

Cllr Gloria Thienel said: “This is scare 
mongering of the worse kind. 

“A few weeks ago a so called demon¬ 
stration was held at the police station, 
following a rumour that it was to 
become a branch of Tesco. 

“This caused real concern and Cllr 
Miah has failed to condemn this. 

“Furthermore information about

Conservative leader Peter Golds 
said: "Once again Lutfur Rahman is 
rewarding his favourite TV channel 
with public money." 


future policing on the Island was 
regularly reported to the Blackwall 
and Cubitt Town and Millwall ward 
panels. 

“Despite being a councillor, with 
a standing invitation to attend, Cllr 
Miah has been conspicuous by his 
absence at these panels.” 

In response, Cllr Miah denied 
knowledge of the Tesco rumour and 
said he was not scare mongering but 
fighting for “community’s safety”. 

He added: ‘When Labour were in 
power the Tories campaigned for a 
24/7 hours. What has changed now?”

Failure to 
raise bridge 
frustrates 
link lobby

BUSINESS leaders in east London have 
been left “disappointed” after Danny 
Alexander failed to acknowledge calls 
for more river crossings. 

The Chief Secretary to the Treasury 
unveiled his Investing In Britain’s 
Future Statement and many were 
hopeful of Government backing for a 
cross-river link. 

However, neither the Silvertown 
Tunnel or the Gabions Reach Bridge 
were mentioned among planned road 
upgrades in the ElOObillion worth of 
transport investment announced last 
Thursday. 

London Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry chief executive Colin 
Stanbridge said: “It 
is disappointing 
for businesses and 
residents in east 
London that the 
Chief Secretary to 
the Treasury failed 
to address the 
desperate need for 
a new bridge in east 
London as part of 
his announcement. 

“Economic 
growth in east London will help drive 
growth across the city and it is vital 
that we get on and build the bridge in 
order to truly realise the potential of 
this part of the capital.” 

London Mayor Boris Johnson’s 
favoured option is to build a 
tunnel between Silvertown and the 
Greenwich Peninsula. 

Many feel he needs financial backing 
from the Government for a crossing 
at Gabions Reach as web. 

Air Line marks 
birthday with 
e-ticket boost 

THE Emirates Air Line marked its first 
anniversary with TfL trumpeting 
the transport link that has become a 
target of critics. 

Mayor Boris Johnson unveiled 
a joint initiative with AEG Europe, 
which owns The 02, making e-tickets 
for the cable car and the Thames 
Clippers available online so people 
can book the services when arranging 
their visit to the venue. 

He said: ‘The Emirates Air Line is 
doing exactly what it set out to do 
and supporting regeneration of an 
area with huge potential to provide 
new jobs and homes. The £1.5billion 
deal to transform Silvertown Quays 
in London’s Royal Docks is a superb 
illustration of how providing new 
transport links like the cable car can 
be the perfect spur for economic 
growth.” 

Meanwhile, this week sees the 
launch of the Emirates Aviation 
Experience, next to the Greenwich 
terminal. It will provide an insight 
into commercial air travel.

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Defra still targeting parakeets

A Government department 
is continuing with 
a parakeet culling 
programme costing 
£50,000 a year, despite only 
catching one of the birds on the 
Isle of Dogs in the last 12 months. 

The Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs is holding a monk parakeet 
“eradication exercise” as it believes 
the birds threatens other wildlife. 


But Island residents who support 
the community of exotic birds say 
the parakeets are harmless. The 
numbers of the South American 
immigrant have gone from 77 in 
the UK to 31 in the five years 
of Government action. 

So far nearly £150,000 
has been spent on the cull, 
which also targets west 
London and Borehamwood. 

Campaigner Dr Christine 
Brock: “It is shocking that Defra is 
wasting taxpayers’ money on such 
a pointless and futile exercise. 

“It is not only causing the deaths 


of these wonderful parakeets, it is 
also harming other wild birds as 
they get caught in the traps.” 
Campaigners are also concerned 
that of the 10 monk parakeets 
caught in the last year, four 
^ ' died in captivity. 

Defra had asked Tower 
Hamlets for permission to 
shoot the birds. However, 
the council rejected this and 
said they must be caught alive 
and have no dependent young. 

In response to the campaigners, 
a spokesman for the Animal 
Health and Veterinary Laboratories 


Agency, which this year took over 
the operation on behalf of Defra, 
said: ‘Trained staff will use the 
most humane method appropriate. 
This will involve techniques such 
as trapping, shooting and nest 
removal. Birds will be re-homed 
whenever possible. 

“With specific regard to the 
Isle of Dogs, one parakeet was 
captured last year with a view to 
being re-homed. 

“Unfortunately the health of the 
bird began to deteriorate and the 
parakeet had to be humanely put 
down.”

Still looking like much of a 
building site, organisers made the 
genius decision to lay a square of 
Astroturf for the main stage - the 
answer for a mud free festival. 

Even with the Velodrome next to 
the main stage it was easy to forget 
what was there only a year ago - the 
park's transformation into a festival 
venue is taking shape. 



But it just lacked the magic of a 
venue like Hyde Park. And the usual 
frustrating mile-long beer queues 
and extortionate prices came as 
standard. 

The weekend drew in two very 
contrasting crowds. Saturday saw 
the younger Kasabian fans fighting 
in the mosh pit and bouncing to the 
hit-packed set. 

Springsteen had his die hard cult 
fans out in droves - more of a family 
affair - tour t-shirts and Bom In The 
USA tattoos. 

A true showman and entertainer 
as well as an incredible songwriter, 
Springsteen waltzed with his 
87-year-old mother on stage. There 
was a beautiful heartfelt acoustic 
rendition of a reworked Bom To Run 
mixed with Lucky Day. He plucked a 
lucky girl from the audience and put 
her on his shoulders before handing 
over his microphone so she could 
sing the last line of Waiting On A 
Sunny Day. A three-hour masterclass 
in rock.

THE Mayor of Tower Hamlets has 
committed £1.26million of public 
money to a new scheme to help ease 
the cost of university.

He said: ‘This award scheme is 
a great idea and it will really help 
students like myself who want to go 
onto university but don’t want to get 
a part time job to support my studies.

I was going to ask Mark Thomas if he 
is afraid of his enemies but there's 
no point. It's they who are afraid of 
him. Cantankerous? Often. Brave and 
ruthless? Very much so. 

The 50-year-old, south London-born 
comedian and commentator is constantly on 
the attack. He makes his interviewers work. 

That's probably because he prefers to ask 
questions rather than answer them. Or, more 
accurately, he usually shouts them through a 
megaphone while standing outside a corpora¬ 
tion's head office. 

So, Mark, what's your latest show 100 Acts 
Of Minor Dissent about? 

"Trust me it will be good," he said. And 
then a pause before adding: "It will be very 
interesting and people can join in."

As a political activist 
he's taken on everyone from Coca Cola to MP 
Nicholas Soames. 

Lately, among his "100 acts" was a protest 
outside the Apple store at Regent Street, over 
tax payments - or lack of them. 

"Everyone had fun and we made a point," 
he said. "It's interesting it got such wide 


coverage. As well as UK press, like the 
Telegraph, you had radio shows in Boston 
calling up. 

"People are really angry about tax dodgers 
and more existentially about where they base 
their affairs. 

"It's not about stopping people from 
buying Apple products. I really like its stuff.

confusing aspect of a corporate and public 
space?" Before, like a volcano he can't resist 
erupting. 

"What I do think is absolutely ridiculous is 
the idea of a journalist needing permits to 
take film and photos there," he said.

Expect no compromise in Mark's latest 
show. It will be interesting. 

He will be performing at the Canada 
Water Culture Space on Wednesday, July 17, 
at 7.30pm as part of a host of comedians 
previewing their Edinburgh material at the 
venue.

Mingling of influences 
captured in ceramics 


C arved in clay and stone, some 
cast in bronze, Halima Cassell’s 
sculpture and sculptural 
ceramics reflect her Islamic heritage 
in contemporary terms. 

Halima was horning in Pakistan in 
1975 but grew up in Manchester and 
brings her ceramics to the foyer of 
One Canada Square from Blackburn. 
The influence of the native arts and 
craft movements have also influ¬ 
enced her more mature work. 

Her ceramic pieces are largely 
circular vessels, shaped with 
solidity and carved both inside and 
underneath. 

The natural colours of the clays 
she uses convey her lack of artifice 
and show the textures of the earth 
from smooth to the most granular 
of materials. Her ceramics are fired 
without glazes. 

Curator Ann Elliott said: “Since 
2010 Halima Cassell has been making 
a series of vessels of similar dimen¬ 
sions using clays from different 
countries around the world. 

“For this exhibition at Canary 
Wharf she has added seven to their 



number to make a total of 30. Each 
is a different colour, a different 
texture, and they are displayed in 
linear colour sequence from almost 
white to dark grey.”

Trial and tribulations 
haven’t dimmed the 
East End comedian’s 
appetite for laughs

F or many, comedian Lee Hurst 
is still remembered as the 
hilarious bald man who was 
the thorn in David Gower’s 
side in BBC’s sports quiz They Think 
It’s All Over. 

But then, at the peak of his fame in i 
the ’90s, it all went quiet. The broad- \ 
caster blamed a life-long back illness 
for Lee’s sudden departure from 
the panel but the comedian had a 
different reason and one that would 
be of benefit to east London. 

The fact is, he never really wanted 
to be famous. 

“I was still selling out gigs in 2011 off 
the back of that and I’d left the show 
in 1998,” Lee told The Wharf. 

“But the reason I did it was to get 
the money to afford my own club, 
which was all I ever wanted. 

“TV was just another gig and wasn’t 
the be all and end all. Now people want 
to be famous but I just wanted to be a 
stand-up.” 

So while They Think It’s All Over 
carried on until 2006 sans Lee, the 
people of east London were treated to 
him and a host of other comedians at 
his dream made manifest - a comedy 
club. 

The Backyard Comedy Club - later 
FymFygBar - was eventually closed as 
Travelodge bought the site at Bethnal 
Green. 

But the hotel chain gave Lee the 
ground floor, allowing him to rebuild 


Backyard Comedy Club in a purpose- 
built 300-seat venue. 

A flooding incident delayed its 
opening but now it’s raring to go. 

Lee is delighted with the arena 
and this weekend makes a return to 
stand-up with a host of big shows to 
follow. 

But apart from the show, Lee’s 
second foray into popular acclaim - or 
notoriety - is as a man of outburst and 
anger. 

I broach with trepidation talk of 
the court conviction for criminal 
damage and a YouTube clip of him 
berating Thames Water officials over 
their plans to build on Wapping’s King 
Edward Memorial Parle. 

I gingerly poke the elephant in

the room: Do you wish you hadn’t 
smashed the audience member’s 
phone when he was filming you on 
stage in Guildford? 

“Not at all,” he says, of the incident 
nearly five years ago which cost him 
£200 in costs and damages. “I find 
it incredibly rude when people use 
mobile phones like that. 

“In fact I don’t go to the cinema any 
more because of it. Last time I went 
I nearly had a fight with two blokes 
because they were using mobile 
phones.” 

Don’t you use a phone? “I don’t 
even have a mobile,” he says. “I hate 
them. It’s got drawbacks though. I do 
gigs and then get home and log into 
Twitter and see that people have been

asking me to give them a shout out 
on stage but I never see it till it’s too 
late.” 

So what of that infamous incident? 
Was it blown out of proportion? 
Apparently not. 

“He says he was texting but I knew 
he was filming me,” he said. “So I 
walked towards him and he said ‘oh 
s***\ if that’s not an admission of 
guilt I don’t know what is! 

“So I grabbed it off him and threw it 
on the floor. It smashed to pieces and 
I thought ‘wow, I didn’t expect that to 
happen’.” 

What followed was a police investi¬ 
gation where Lee refused requests to 
come in for an interview. 

“I said ‘no way’. Come and get me.

And they left it. I was on the run for 
three months - although I had my feet 
up, watching television.” 

Eventually they came for him and 
the case went to Guildford Magis¬ 
trates Court where Lee pleaded guilty 
to criminal damage. But he doesn’t 
regret fighting for the rights of his 
fellow comedian. 

“It’s stealing your material,” said 
Lee, who lives in Limehouse. “Finan¬ 
cially it’s not such an issue for me but 
for a new act it can be devastating. 

“It’s rife. Bill Bailey rang me up after 
the case and said his DVD has been 
put on YouTube and has over one 
million views. If just one per cent of 
those decided not to buy the DVD on 
the back of that then that’s still 10,000 
lost sales. 

“And the first thing a comic does 
when they see material stolen like this 
is think ‘I might as well quit’. Some 
may well do as a result. 

“You have one hit on a gag and this 
just ruins it. You do a joke on stage and 
people have seen it.” 

He’s an affable comedian, one of 
the nicest men on the circuit, but the 



East Ender is also a principled and 
outspoken figure when the time calls 
for it. 

Back in the ‘80s and ‘90s he fought 
staunchly for the Liverpool dockers 
- his father and grandfather were 
dockers in London - and, recently, 
there’s the footage of him confronting 
Thames Water executives over the 
company’s controversial plans to 
build over the Wapping park 

“I like walking through that park 
with my dog so I had to go to the 
meeting,” he said. “And I couldn’t 
hold back from speaking because 
the Thames Water guy was speaking 
absolute rubbish. 

“As for the campaign to save the 
park, I’m happy to put my name to it 
but there’s a whole group of people 
who do all the work.” 

Another famous backer of the 
group is fellow Limehouse-resident 
Dame Helen Mirren. 

“It’s good to have something in 
common with Helen Mirren,” he says. 
And then he adds with a chuckle: “And 
you remember when she had a go at 
those drummers? Maybe we’ve got 
more in common.”

W e can precisely map our 
position in the universe 
but struggle to find our 
place in the world," says Siobhan 
Nicholas, writer of Stella, a play 
about women and astronomy. 

Shortlisted for the Brighton 
Fringe/New Writing South Best 
New Play Award, Stella comes to 
Greenwich Theatre, a borough 
Siobhan feels is fitting. 

She said: "The Royal Observatory 
makes Greenwich the home of 
astronomy and we also love the 
theatre - they are our co-producers 
and this will be the fourth time 
that we have performed there." 

The play looks at time and space. 
Two women astronomers, Jessica 
Bell from the 21st century and 
Caroline Herschel from the 18th 
century look up at the same night 
sky and find themselves colliding 
in their search for understanding. \ 
Caroline longs for a family and 
home of her own while Jess 
contemplates losing both. 

Siobhan has been a writer 
and performer since 1983, and 
has worked as a professional 
playwright for just over 10 years. 

The inspiration for Stella came 
from astrophysicist Jocelyn Bell 
Burnell and her phrase: "We are all 
made of star stuff." 

Siobhan said: "The inspiration 
for any play comes first before the 
ideas or any intellectual process 
kicks in and that can come from a 
person or phrase or poem or just 
the tiniest moment. 

"One page in a book inspired 
me to write about physicist and 
astronomer Robert Hooke, the hairs 
stood up on the back of my neck 
and I knew in that moment even 
the actor I would ask to play him.

Stella has an underlying and very 
modern message too. The writer 
suggests that not much has intrinsi¬ 
cally changed for women over the 
years. 

"We need men. I am happily 
married but I believe that we 
women have still a long way to go 
before we can truly say we have 


equality in the world - that we 
have our place in the world. 

"A respected woman astronomer, 
a member of the Royal Astro¬ 
nomical Society came to the show. 
She loved it and she told me a story 
that is pertinent to the play. 

"She intended to write a book 
about women astronomers but 
when she mentioned this to 
a friend, a certain older male 
astronomer, said: 'Oh well that 
won't be a very long book then'. 

"There are and have been many 
wonderful hard working female 
astronomers, just because we have 
not heard of them doesn't mean 
that they don't exist. 

"I really hope that you will be 
entertained and moved and still be 
thinking about the play on the way 
home."

L enny Henry is immense. His 
physicality has been a feature 
of our screens for decades. 
Could this fierce giant of a 
man subsume Troy Maxson or would 
this sprawling and complex protag¬ 
onist of August Wilson’s Pulitzer Prize 
winning play eat Lenny alive? 

The duel was over quickly - Troy 
wins big and early - and for the rest 
of Paulette Randall’s revival we are 
fully in the company of a Pittsburgh 
garbage man whose dreams of 
baseball superstardom were curtailed 
by racism. 

Max talks long and hard, in 
vernacular, in anecdote and at ease 
with the N-word. The result is street 
poetry at its most beguiling which, 
like the Blues score that underpins 
the drama, makes pretty some uncom¬ 
fortable truths about ’50s America. 

Whether Max’s mission to visit 
those lessons on his offspring are 
founded in duty or bitterness or part 
of an inevitable cycle of conditioning 
is the question under examination. 
Lenny Henry’s confidence matches 


his ability for Troy is a gargantuan 
part, created by James Earl Jones in 
1987, and required gymnastic turns of 
charm, brutality, tears and cheers. 

Even towards the end, when we 
have witnessed the full spectrum of 
Troy’s bullying and selfishness, it is 
not entirely clear whether he’s hero 
or villain. 

His son Cory (Ashley Zhangazha) 
embodies that dilemma. He is courted 


by a football scout but Troy, scarred 
by his own thwarted ambitions, sees 
to it that his son is undone even 
though the times are marginally more 
enlightened and the prospects better. 

“Why don’t you like me?”, asks 
Cory before learning the truth - Max 
provides a roof and food but “I don’t 
have to like ya”. 

So Cory has full cause to perpetuate 
the Oedipal hatreds but can never 


entirely escape his father’s emotional 
tug. Same too of Rose, the wife who 
commits more to the marriage than 
the man when his betrayal arrives at 
their small, dusty plot. 

All credit to the cast. Tanye Moodie 
as soft-spoken Rose matches Henry 
for playfulness and fury while Colin 
McFarlane as his drinking buddy 
Jim Bono is a wonderfully rich and 
responsive audience for Max’s tales 
(and an unusual moral milestone 
against which to mark Max’s drift). 

All is not entirely well with the 
play. The role of Max’s war-wounded 
brother is silly and superfluous (and, 
incidentally, extends the climax 
beyond its satisfying peak) while the 
work itself is perhaps less nuanced 
that it thinks it is. 

Nevertheless, this is still an 
involving, nourishing and lyrical 
piece and, pleasingly, Lenny Henry is 
more than a match for its whims and 
wiles.

A fter a six-year absence, veteran experimental 
theatre company Punchdrunk Theatre have 
returned, to great fanfare. 

The company’s new production is an ambitious sortie 
into the world of thwarted ambition, cruel rivalry and 
corrupted sexuality that low-budget theatre types often 
associate with gilded Hollywood counterparts. 

The four floors of the venue - a disused sorting office 
near Paddington station - are crammed with vividly 
realised film sets and backstage 
areas where the cast attempt 
to convey the story through 
a loosely connected series of 
often disturbing set-pieces. 

People call this sort of thing 
“immersive theatre”. 

Actor Timothy Block Now > 1 wouldn’t really call 
The Drowned Man “immersive”. 
The process of walking wearily from room to room with 
other disorientated and mute onlookers while waiting 
for something good to happen creates a great distance 
between you and the performers, by the rather old-school 
means of simply placing you far apart for long periods. 

Nor would I really call it “theatre”. The set-pieces are all 
well-staged and performed with discipline and grace, but 
one could potentially spend the three-hour running time 
missing every important scene. 

So, it’s not immersive and it’s not theatre. But is it 
good? Well, I wouldn’t really call it that either.

I f you're enjoying a Saturday stroll near 
Canary Riverside, the clapping of hands 
and the sounds of Spain may well 
interrupt your thoughts.

When people experience a live 
show as opposed to background music 
there is no comparison - they become 
involved. 

"I do a good show, I know what works as 
I have been doing this for a long time. I use 
good professionals that can connect with 
their audience.

"We feel very much at home because of 
the wonderful Spanish ambience, and it's 
such a lovely setting on the river."

There’s also a best-in-area American wine 
list featuring a wide variety of sought after 
Californian tipples. They even have a couple 
of bottles of Screaming Eagle (around £2,000 
a bottle). 

Try the New York Sirloin (350g) for a 
stonking £30/$45.49. It’s worth it.

There’s also a strong possibility that you’ll 
encounter real Americans staying in the hotel 
and, if you’re a sports fan, it’s a great place to 
watch baseball, basketball and the NFL - just 
ask them to flick the channel.

Magnificent marinade: Barbecued Barnsley lamb chop with salad 



This dish makes 
the perfect 
summer supper,

M y take on this dish is quick 
and easy, and uses ingredi¬ 
ents that are readily 
available from your local butcher 
and greengrocer. The marinade is 
great for meat, chicken and fish, 
either cooked on open flames or 
baked in the oven and is a must for 
any summer BBQ you are planning. 
Serves 4 

Ingredients 

4 200g Barnsley lamb chops 
For the marinade 

50g fresh basil 
50g fresh parsley 
50g fresh coriander 
80ml sweet chilli sauce 
80ml balsamic vinegar 


120ml olive oil 
1 tsp salt 

For the salad 

1kg mixed heritage tomatoes 

250g ball of quality buffalo 

mozzarella 

50ml olive oil 

30g fresh mint leaves 

lOg fresh basil leaves 

Itsp sugar 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Method 

Place all the marinade ingredients 
into a food blender, and blend until 
smooth. Season to taste. 

Marinade your meat in around 
80 per cent of the marinade for at 
least two hours before cooking. The 


remaining marinade can be used to 
baste the lamb chops while they're 
cooking. 

Wash the tomatoes, dry them and 
cut into bite sized pieces. Season 
with sea salt, cracked black pepper, 
olive oil and a pinch of sugar. 

Tear the mint and basil over the 
tomatoes and toss. 


Place on a plate and then tear 
the mozzarella on top in nice big 
chunks. Drizzle with olive oil and 
sprinkle with sea salt. 

When your meat has finished 
marinating, for best results, cook 
over an open flame for 12-14 
minutes. Allow to rest and then 
serve alongside the tomato salad.

Two: Why 

it's all about 
your palate 

W e learnt this week that 
when it comes to wine 
you shouldn't be ruled 
by rules as everyone's palate is 
different. If it works for you then 
enjoy it. 

This theory seems to defeat 
the point of this course, but I 
begin to see how a few basic 
principles can help you make 
more informed choices when 
faced with an extensive wine list. 

We may not all be lucky 
enough to have a wine cellar in 
our basement but a dark and 
cool cupboard will suffice. 

If a wine is stored incorrectly it 
can seriously affect the flavour or 
cause the wine to become faulty 
in the bottle. 

I also discovered certain 
red wines should be served 
chilled rather than at room 
temperature - a light bodied red 
like a Beaujolais should be kept 
in the fridge 
and served at 
around 13C, 
the same as 
a medium 
bodied, oaked 
white. 

The class 
took a serious 
turn when 
we looked 
at the social 
responsibility 
of drinking 
alcohol and 
how much we 
should safely consume to lessen 
those sore heads. 

Health risks of excessive 
drinking and legal elements 
were discussed and I was 
surprised to find out that the law 
states it is legal for a five-year- 
old to drink at home. 

To cheer us up after the 
serious stuff, tutor Mike 
Carpenter unveiled a small 
selection of wines to sample - 
including an unlikely Chinese 
Cabernet Sauvignon. 

Apparently China is an up 
and coming region in terms of 
growing grapes and we are likely 
to see more Chinese wines on 
the supermarket shelves very 
soon. 

Much more enjoyable though, 
than the quite tart and harsh 
tannin-fuelled Chinese offering, 
a bottle of Chilean Merlot was a 
hit - smooth, with ripe fruit and 
soft, rounder tannins. 

The Montgras Reserva Merlot 
2011 (available at Waitrose 
priced £6.74), pictured, is an 
easy drinking wine perfect for 
summer barbecued meats.

The stunning 
weather completed a scene of perfect 
relaxation. 

In contrast, the chaos of Walt Disney 
- the reason a huge number of people 
come to this part of the States from all 
over the world. 

Madness. Kids overloaded on sugar 
and parents charging after them. 
Everyone in their own tiring, chaotic 
bubble but, at the same time, delighted 
they are carrying out this charade in 
the childhood paradise that is Disney 
World. 

Disney is not littered with roller¬ 
coasters - Busch Gardens is a better 


alternative for that - but it does have 
something for all ages. 

For thrills - Space Mountain, 
Rock’n’Roller Coaster, Tower of Terror 
and Expedition Everest, which takes 
you backwards through the darkness 
and possibly loop the loop but I 
couldn’t quite tell, are the places to 
go across Magic Kingdom, Hollywood 
Studios and Animal Kingdom. 

A plethora of gentler rides are 
available through the likes of Peter 
Pan’s flight and Pirates Of The 
Caribbean.

Whip yourself into shape 
with latest US gym craze 


REVIEW 

Barry's Bootcamp 


163 Euston Road 


F inding yourself featuring 
in what feels like an 
Abercrombie Si Fitch advert is 
all the motivation I needed to 
get through a gruelling hour at Barry’s 
Bootcamp. 

Part military training with circuits 
and gym work, part red light disco, 
the 60-minute class is based on the 
simple idea of shocking the body with 
a 1,000 calorie-burning workout. 

It’s the latest fitness craze to come 
over to the UK from Hollywood with 
celebrity fans including Jessica Alba, 
Jake Gyllenhaal, Josh Harnett and Kim 
Kardashian. The classes have attracted 
a cult following and became famous 
a few years ago for helping shape 
the size zero physiques of Hollywood 
stars. 

Sessions are based on 30 minutes 
of interval cardiovascular routines 
on state-of-the-art treadmills used 
by US Navy Seals and half an hour of 
strength training using free weights, 
resistance bands and bars, set to a 
soundtrack of high-energy tunes and 
performed in low, nightclub lighting. 

The cardio stint is designed to help 
burn fat and the strength training to 
build muscle. 

Instructor Oily Truelove, flexing his 
impressive abs, said: “These classes are 
great for all round functional fitness, 
for the mum who needs to be strong 
to carry the shopping and kids, to the 
professional athlete who wants to up 
their game and boost their exercise 
regime.” 



■ Plan ahead: Have a summer 
action plan to avoid hot weather 
weight gain. Whether you've 
overdone the Pimm's watching 
Wimbledon or can't say no to 
seconds at those weekly barbecues, 
if you've got a weakness, tackle it 
now. Strategies such as keeping a 
food diary work because it's harder 
to let things slide.

There’s very little rest between sets, 
just enough to catch your breath. 
Participants are pushed to the limit 
again and again, each time upping the 
ante. 

I found that I focused on my neigh¬ 
bouring workout buddy, all svelte 
leggy six feet of her. Watching her and 
her killer six pack crunch with every 
sit-up was more motivating than any 
personal trainer. 

I tried to keep up with her treadmill 
speeds - the group element gives the 
class a competitive but social edge. 

There were as many smiles as 
grimaces and the whole experience 
was like stepping into an LA studio 
frequented by models and actresses. 
The new UK studio, which opened 


earlier this year opposite Euston 
Station feels relaxed and has a cool 
American vibe, packed with positive 
attitudes. 

The class was tough. I write this 
with aching arms, but still high on 
endorphins. 

I was warned that the experience 
can be addictive and I can see why. I’m 
already eager to book myself in for 
next week and push myself that little 
bit more. Maybe I’ll catch a glimpse of 
the toned Adonises sweating it out to 
their beautiful bodies’ extremes too. 

Post-workout I headed to the Fuel 
Bar to sample the menu of fresh, 
made-to-order protein shakes that are 
all around 300 calories or less. Oily 
tells me that its important to replace

I f Chrysler’s Ypsilon 
wasn’t different enough 
the company has now 
introduced a special 
edition, which makes it even 
more eye catching. 

The Black&Red, as its name 
suggests, comes in two colours 
on the outside and inside and 
certainly makes a dramatic 
statement. 

Externally the bi-coloured 
car features deeply tinted black 
windows and a black roof and 
bonnet with the remainder 
of the car, including the side- 
skirts, in striking clay red. 

And if you thought the 
outside was dramatic prepare 
to be dazzled when you open 
the door to get behind the 
wheel. 

The funky black and red 
theme features on the seats, 
while the dashboard and the 
door linings are in red and the 
centre console surround in a 
shiny piano black finish. 

In fact the interior of the 
Ypsilon is very well equipped 
and, despite being a small car, 
it feels very up-market.

I particularly liked the 
dashboard layout with the

Despite falling into the 
supermini category, the 
Ypsilon offers generous 
interior space, and rear seat 
passengers in particular will 
find they have far more leg 
room than the outside dimen¬ 
sions of the car suggests. 

Its high stance also ensures 
plenty of headroom, no matter 
how tall you are. 


There’s a choice of three 
engines with the Ypsilon but 
this car had the smallest - 
the distinctly lively TwinAir 
engine from the Fiat stable. 

This diminutive turbo 
charged engine boasts just 
two cylinders and 875cc but 
considering its size is a real 
powerhouse. 

On the road you have to 
work the gearbox a little more 
than normal to enjoy the 
benefits of this international 
Engine Of The Year winner 
2011, which means you won’t 
get close to the claimed 
average fuel consumption but 
you will have plenty of fun. 

When you rev it hard it 
sounds a little like a demented 
bee but it does deliver 
remarkable performance 
for its size.

O f London’s 33 opportunity 
areas, we’re the biggest by 
value - and the best,” said 
Helen Fisher, programme di¬ 
rector of the Nine Elms development 
on the South Bank. 

‘We’re effectively building a new 
town for 30,000 including infra¬ 
structure and safeguarded spaces.” 

Also outlined in the 10-year project 
is 6million sqm of new business 
space, the “anchor” of the relocated 
US embassy, scheduled to open on 
Independence Day 2017, and a new 
Dutch embassy. 

It is anticipated 22,000 construction 
jobs will be created between now 
and completion in 2022, including 
1,000 apprenticeship places - more 
than Crossrail and the Olympic site 
combined. Ultimately, the regenerated 
area could provide 25,000 permanent 
jobs. 

Formerly “denied rehabilitation” 
according to Iago Griffith, regen¬ 
eration project officer at Lambeth 
Council on account of its relative 
isolation and paucity of transport 
links, the area spans 195 hectares 
from Lambeth Bridge in the north, to 
Chelsea Bridge in the south. 

Traditionally home to light industry 
and logistics, the swathe includes the 
Albert Embankment, Vauxhall and a 
northern segment of Battersea. 

Increased accessibility will come 
from two new stations on the Northern 
line extension (2019), a river-bus pier, 
and pedestrian and cycle bridge. The

latter will link to routes overseen by a 
dedicated cycling tsar, said Griffith. 

Despite its acclaimed design and 
youth, Vauxhall bus station will be 
a casualty in favour of a new High 
Street which Griffith calls “a recog¬ 
nisable heart.” He promises to address 
the gyratory too. 

He said: “For years it meant Vauxhall 
was seen as somewhere to struggle 
through.” 

Wandsworth Council’s Steve 
Diamond pointed to a representation 
of Battersea Power Station, illumi¬ 
nated on a model. 

He said: ‘We’ve a long-standing 
history with that building. A 
conundrum - how to bring it back. So 
we decided to bring it into Vauxhall 
rather than tack it to Battersea. 

“We had to draw landowners 
together to a charter to create a 
conveyor belt of opportunities. That 
way we know how many tunnel 
segment liners well need in 2016 
for the Northern line extension, for 
example.” 

Residential schemes in production 


include Ballymore’s Embassy Gardens. 
A promotional film in the sleek 
show-home speaks of New York’s 
meatpacking district as “inspiration”. 

Landings amid the four floors of 
mocked-up domiciles are adorned 
with Oscar Wilde quotes. So far, the 
£440,000 “suite” (studio) is proving 
the most popular 
purchase. 

Meanwhile, the 
Riverlight devel¬ 
opment embraces 
the Thames. Exterior 
glass lifts reduce the 
“hotel effect” within 
according to the sales 
representative. 

A two-bedroom show-flat 
(approximately £700,000) looks onto 
a simulated 15th-floor vista. Both 
schemes are gaining majority interest 
from British buyers. 

Culturally, a Promenade Of Curios¬ 
ities sees the creation of a green 
walkway between the US Embassy 
and the south bank.

be re-configured to include a Garden 
Heart food quarter. Griffith also antic¬ 
ipates provision of units for start-ups 
“like at Brixton market”. 

Already in a healthy state, Vauxhall 
Pleasure Gardens has seen “a notorious 
strip-joint” turned into cosy tea room. 

Run by author of The Dangerous 
Book For Boys, Harry Iggulden, The 
Tea House Theatre was a vital player 
in the launch of the annual St George’s 
festival, which included Punch R Judy, 
Morris dancers and Shakespeare. 

Iggulden proudly details his stance 
against abusers of the common. “Anti¬ 
social behaviour can’t co-exist with 
really cool things,” he said. 

On account of the scale of works 
already in progress (Fisher likes to 
“crane-watch down Nine Elms Lane”) 
this massive regeneration project 
is already more successful-seeming 
than the stalled Elephant and Castle 
rehabilitation. 

Once threatened with demolition, 
the “precious”, now-listed Brunswick 
House, a lone Georgian mansion 
home to a restaurant and reclamation 
showroom was, like the Tea House 
Theatre, a regenerative pioneer, 
according to Chris Law, public realm 
and development director at Vauxhall 
One. 

It is to be treasured as an interesting 
part of the forthcoming shimmering 
glass towers and grass walkways 
visible from the riverside.

Put up with 
referencing - 
it's important 


Q l am moving to the UK 

with work and looking to 
rent a property for at least 
12 months but am having a real 
nightmare with the company 
that is carrying out the refer¬ 
ences. It doesn't seem to matter 
what information I give them 
they are still not satisfied. 

It's now got to the point 
where it could jeopardise my 
move-in date. Why are these 
people so fussy? 


It’s only fair 
that you are 
qualified as 
a suitable 
tenant 


A Bottom line is they need to 
be thorough. You may be a 
perfectly good citizen but 
there are an awful lot of 
prospective tenants out there 
that do not pay their rent, which 
is one of the main reasons why 
these types of references are 
carried out. 

The levels of tenancy refer¬ 
encing vary, with the most basic 
referencing check offering 
simple information, such as the 
prospective tenant's credit rating 
and information on any adverse 
credit history, including county 
court judgments, bankruptcy 
orders and 
voluntary 
arrangement 
(debt owed 
to a third 
party under 
a special 
agreement). 

However, 
despite the 
temptation for agents to go with 
the cheaper basic option I would 
always advise agents consider a 
fully comprehensive service. 

This is the one that you are 
likely going through and which is 
taking the time. 

This service also verifies the 
applicant's employment history, 
establishes if the applicant can 
afford to pay the rent, and will 
flag up a weak reference from 
the previous landlord. 

By failing to undertake a more 
robust check agents are seriously 
exposing their landlords to an 
increased risk of accepting a bad 
tenant. 

I often have to take the brunt 
of a disgruntled tenant whinging 
about the referencing system but 
considering that you are being 
given the keys to one of your 
landlord's major assets, it's only 
fair that you are qualified as a 
suitable tenant. 

Affordability is important 
not just for the landlord but 
also to prevent you as a tenant 
from over-stretching yourself 
financially.
